Vladimir Petrov, a native of 
Odessa in Russia, was sent to a 
Siberian forced labor camp in 
1935 at the age of 19 charged 
with dissident views. Released in 
1941, he traveled across Russia in 
February 1942 to visit his moth- 
er in the Caucasus. This account 
of his trip will appear in his 
forthcoming book:.

The only thing 
held was a 50-ruble ch 
tax not provided for by law which 
ticket agents all over Russia 
were imposing on travelers. 

Contrary to expectations the 
train was not crowded. There 
were only three other people in 
my compartment: two Red army 
officers returning to Moscow and 
a high ranking industrial engi- 
neer. The engineer and the offi- 
cers started a poker game. I tried 
to keep out of it, but failed. 
After losing awhile I hit a stroke 
of luck and in a couple of hours 
won 4,000 rubles. We decided 
to spend it together the next 
chance we had. 

The chance came when we 
reached Ashkhabad, the capital 
of the Turkmen Republic on the 
Persian frontier. Here again we 
had to wait 15 hours between 
trains. One of the officers found 
out that for the modest sum of 
100 rubles we could have the 
use of a private apartment for 
the evening and night. 

The owners of the apartment, 
an elderly woman and her two 
young daughters, welcomed us 
sweetly, built a fire in thekitchen 
to cook the food we had bought 
and set the table for a banquet.

PACIFIC RETREAT MILITARY PLANNERS ARE ABOUT TO LET DOWN THE U.S. AND ASIA 


In its issue of Feb. 28 Lire had some sharp 
things to say about Secretary of the Army Ken- 
neth Royall and his “nitwitted” inferences in 
Tokyo that the U.S. was preparing to pull out 
of the western Pacific in time of trouble there. 
We must now apologize to Secretary Royall: 
he was all too right. The U.S, military, with the 
consent and knowledge of the State Depart- 
ment, has indeed decided to write off China as 
a total loss: to maintain the present U.S. po 
tion in Japan as long as it is cheap and conven- 
ient but not to invest any further men, money 
or effort in strengthening our fringe positions 
off the coast of Asia, as General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur so strongly recommended to Washing- 


ton three months ago (Lire, Dec, 20). 
Our planners have gone much further: they 
instructing th armed ser to regard 


the U.S, West Coast as the basic defense fron- 
tier in the event of war in or affecting the Pa- 
cific, which means that the Philippines and 
hard-won Okinawa, as well as Japan, are now 
to lie beyond the area of primary U.S. concern 
and effort. The Marianas and the Aleutians 
are given a higher rating and with luck may be 
held, but anything beyond their line is to be 
considered expendable, This ugly little cat was 


popped from the military bag by an alert A.P. 
correspondent in Pearl Harbor. His dispatch 
reporting naval plans to reduce emphasis upon 
the far Pacific and to look backward toward 
the U.S. West Coast was not denied, and Lire 
has reason to believe that it reflects the think- 
ing of military Washington. The excuse for this 
line of reasoning is that China is lost anyhow, 
that the Russians lack the resou and the 
will to make it a new center of Soviet strength 
in the immediate future and that the main U.S. 
effort must be concentrated in Europe. Be- 
sides, the planners reason, land-minded Rus- 
sia can’t advance across the wide Pacific in any 
case. Viewing the Pacific as a purely mi 
problem, this reasoning may make a modicum 
of sense. But there are no purely military prob- 
lems in the world of 1949, as any general or ad- 
miral worthy of his rank should know by 
at this late date in history. 


who, agreeing or resigned to the write-off of 
China, have assumed that things still would 
not be too bad if we maintained strong posi- 
tions in Japan, Okinawa and the whole ring 
of peripheral Pacific bases. Indeed it has been 
argued that one justification for “facing the 


facts” in China is that after all there is still 
Japan. The decision recently taken in Wash- 
ington does not of course mean immediate or 
outright withdrawal from the Pacific periph- 
ery; but, until further notice, it does mean 
that the U.S. will not commit any important 
part of its strength to preparatory defense of 
the far Pacific, 

There can be no quarrel with a decision to 
create the strongest possible U.S. position in 
Western Europe. But the assumption that this 
decision requires an abandonment of so much 
of the Pacific and of Asia is false and foolish. 
Secretary of State Acheson, who had a won- 
derful opportunity before him to carve out a 
distinctive Asiatic policy of his own, has feebly 
bowed out. His policy in China, he has recently 
said, is to wait and do nothing “until the dust 
settles.” It will be a long and fateful time be- 
fore the dust settles over a Pacific world aban- 
doned without a murmur to Moscow and to 
Communism. We cannot believe that this deci- 
ion will stand; our necessities and our times 
will not allow it. But that it should be enter- 
tained even for a moment is a grave reflection 
upon the men and agencies who are responsible 
for the peace and survival of the West.

He is seldom found in the uppef-income 
brackets and is more often than not a simple 
man of toil, with busy sweat glands that re- 
quire constant nourishment. Or he may be a 
white-collar dreamer, working over a desk by 
day and at night spinning hopes of grandeur 
that never quite come off. But he pays his bills 
and his taxes on time, is jolly with the children 
and lets the neighbors alone—and on a hot Sat- 
urday afternoon, between stints of wiping the 
foam off his lips with the back of his hand, he 
is likely to mow the lawn or paint the house. He 
approaches his glass in leisurely fashion, savor- 
ing every draught and admiring the sculpture 
of the foam and the gymnasties of the bubbles, 
and if he raises his voice after the fourth schoon- 
er he does so in song rather than in anger.

In 1943 he packed powders in a little box, enclosed instructions 
and a set of fiber curlers, called the whole thing “Rol-Wav” and 
advertised it as a mail-order product in national magazines for 25¢. 
He put $25,000 into the venture and then sat back waiting for the 
orders to roll in. The $25,000 and Rol-Wav sank out of sight with- 
out a ripple. 

“T told the mailman,” Wishbone recalls today, “ ‘Wait till Mon- 
day morning, you'll be snowed under.’ I figured we'd have trucks 
backing up to the door. Well, Monday came around and we got 
six letters.” 

‘Main thing,” he says now, “it wasn’t a satisfactory wave. We 
gave ‘em powders and told them how to dissolve ‘em to make a so- 
Tution. That left too much chance for error. Then the price was 
wrong. When women have been buying something for 10 or 15 
bucks and you come along and say you've got the same thing for 
a quarter, they just won't r believe it’s s any good. And our advertis- 
ing was way off base. We spent $5,600 on national advertising. 
There’s no sense in trying national advertising before you've start- 
ed selling. So we bowed out. Our regular beauty business kept on 
going, but I dropped the home wave for a while. I decided next time 
I tried it I'd do it differently.” 

The next time Wishbone put research chemists to work with 
Noma’s solutions to find one that was versatile enough to wave 
any normal head of hair without injury to the scalp or hair fiber. 
Then he tackled the packaging and merchandising. The standards 
by which merchants judge a packaging joh are esoteric. Wishbone 
spent long hours experimenting with colors, stripes, shapes and let- 
tering in an effort to find a winning combination. To write a set of 
foolproof instructions which even the dimmest witted of his po- 
tential housewife customers could grasp, he read up on the struc- 
ture, history and care of hair. Often he worked late at night in his 
garage mixing solutions and testing other products. 


“A tony name” 


EANWHILE he searched for a name, He wanted one that 
would be simple and yet have distinction. He found it one day 


when he was driving a Noma distributor to Detroit. “As usual,” he 
says, “I was pumping this guy for a name. He said, ‘What you need 
is a tony name—one with class, like a tony suit. That word tony 
stuck in my mind. I liked it. I worked it around a lot, changed 
the spelling to an ‘i’ instead of ‘y’ and using a small 't.’ It looked 
good. foni. The toni wave. As it turned out it wes the perfect name— 
short, clear, wonderful for printing, good for radio. I liked it fine. 

Finally satisfied that he had a product and a name to go with it, 
Wishbone took $1,000 in 1944 and started the Toni C sompany. He 
set the price at $1.25. “That wasn’t too high, and it wasn’t too low,” 
he says. “Naturally this was a more expensive kit than Rol-Wav: 
but also I wasn’t going to make the mistake of cheapening the 
product again.” Now all he had to do was sell his kits. “This time,” 
he says now, “I decided to start small and grow slowly. I figured 
I'd try the Twin Cities first.” 

His start in Minneapolis and St. Paul was discouraging to a de- 
gree that would have put any normal salesman off the idea perma- 
nently. He had determined to sell Toni from store to store, about 
as elementary a way of launching it as anyone could devise. The 
first chain drugstore owner he tackled assumed a glassy stare the 
minute Wishbone mentioned home permanents. “I've got my 
shelves full of them,” he said, “and I can’t sell any. 

This was a contingency which Wishbone had not entirely fore- 
seen. “Fact was,” he recalls, “at that stage of the game home wave 
kits were still rather crude. One of them had gone over big, but then 
it dropped away off and stores had gotten leary of the whole idea. 
So I had to buck that too.” 

At store after store Wishbone got the same reaction. Finally in 
pure desperation he made a proposal which turned out to be the 
foundation stone of Toni’s advertising-distribution methods from 
then on. “Look,” he said to one flin ‘sistant drugstore 
chain owner, “if you'll put $54 worth of Toni kits on your shelves, 
I'll take out $54 worth of advertising and run it under your name. 
If they don’t sell, I'm out 54 bucks. If they do, I'll get my money 
back and you'll have your profits. Either way you can’t lose. How 
about it?” The drug man thought a minute, then said he would 
try it. 

Wishbone delivered his kits and took out the ads. Then he went 
out to push sales himself. He visited the salesgirls in the stor 
pointed out his product, explained what it was. He offered to give 
them a free demonstration right then and there. If they agreed, he 
put on a white apron and went to work. When people asked what 
Toni was, the girls would point to their own curly locks and say, 
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Revolutionary New Sleeping Comfort!

“T've got one myself, See?” The $54 worth of kits sold out, and the 
drugstore owner bought more. That was in July 1944, From that 
day on Toni was never in the red. 

‘Widhtieieiwas then anly dimly vaibitthe avalanche be Wa 
starting. Toni expanded in the Twin Cities and moved out beyond 
them. fs 1945, the first full year of operation, it captured 35% of 
the growing home permanent market. Sales figures moved past the 
million-dollar mark. With things getting too big for him to handle 
alone, Wishbone sent an SOS to his leahes Irving, who was in busi- 
ness out in California. He offered Irving a half interest if he would 
come and help him to channel the avalanche. Irving, four years 
older than his volatile brother, took one look and came in. A tall, 
thin, dark man with rimless glasses and a placid manner, he took 
over the administration and advertising. One evening Irving had 
the biggest advertising idea in Toni’s history. He recalls he was 
thinking about twins. The thought struck him that maybe Toni 
could use twins—one with a Toni wave, one with a beauty parlor 
job—as a comparative advertising scheme. He worked the idea out 
in detail, then tried it. It became, finally, part of the American col- 
loquial, “Which Twin Has the Toni?” Radio gagsters picked it up, 
jokesters paraphrased it, teen-agers adopted it as part of their 
slang. “That slogan,” says Irving fondly, “had everything. And 
the best thing about it—it had product mention.” 


A corner on twins 


Baws being one of the most successful advertising slogans 
of the decade, the Toni twin idea also got the Toni Company 
into what has since become practically a sideline business. Toni 
has, in effect, a corner on the twin market in America. To keep 
the company supplied with twins, a full-time twin-searching and 
twin-testing staff has been set up, headed by Miss Coralie Schae- 
t-eved.. energetic woman who spends all of her time

pany claims that one out of every two permanents of any kind ad- 
ministered in America was a Toni. There is growing competition 
from similar home kits—Lever Brothers’ Rayve, the Richard Hud- 
nut Home Permanent, Lehn & Fink’s Portrait and L, R. Kallman’s 
Crowning Glory—but it has not hurt Toni. Toni’s sales this year 
are expected to surpass 40 million—which brings Toni close to the 
top potential of 100 million. The company has capitalized the “T” 
in its name. 

Since the home permanent became big business, it hascut beauty 

parlor wave profits by something over 20%, as nearly as anyone 
can estimate, and it threatens to cut more. In a billion-dollar indus- 
try, this amounts to a good deal of money, and although the beauty 
parlors have been able to recoup some of these losses by broadening 
their other services, the fact remains that Toni has done them out 
of a painful slice of their customers. This naturally does not endear 
Wishbone Harris to the beauty parlor industry. Strangely enough 
Toni’s parent company Noma goes right on selling its ingredients 
for beauty parlor waves, but wherever hair is waved, beauty parlor 
operators have been screaming. The cold wave is a Frankenstein, 
and the beauticians have tried desperately to stop it. Some beauty 
people aimed at outright murder of the home permanent as an 
institution. 

In Florida one day last year a poster suddenly appeared pro- 
claiming, “WARNING: If you are doing Beauty Work outside of a 
Registered Beauty Shop such as Permanent Waving, Finger Wav- 
ing, Manicuring or any other branch of Beauty Culture either with 
or without payment you are subject toa $500 fine and/or six months 
in jail.” It was signed by the State Board of Beauty Culture. 


A howl of protest 


IHE American housewife would not, however, be coerced,espe- 

cially in her own home. There was an immediate howl of pro- 
test from everyone. Newspaper commentators carried the logic of it 
alittle further, prophesying that one day it would be illegal for a 
woman to cook meals at home or do her own laundry. The notice 
was somewhat shamefacedly withdrawn, but in other states similar 
efforts were under way, all of them under the prodding of beauty 
parlor owners who foresaw total ruin unless the home wave was 
curbed. In Louisiana a group of beauty specialists started an organ- 
ization called Beauticians United and hired a lobbyist for $15,000 
down and another $15,000 contingent on success to puta bill through 
the legislature which would drive home permanents right out of the 
state. The Kentucky Hairdressers’ Association tried to kill Toni by 
having housewives arrested for “operating a beauty shop without a 
license,” and in some 25 other states tactics of a like nature were 
attempted. 
* Such attacks were painful to Wishbone personally—he would 
much rather have people like him than hate him—but they affected 
his business not at all. Women all over the country began forming 
Toni clubs, with the aim of helping each other apply the Toni wave 
(some found it difficult and tiring to perform the minor gymnastics 
involved in setting up curls on their back hair). Toni teas, with the

same object, became common. The beauticians realized at last that 
their Frankenstein was too big to stop. They changed their tactics, 
began emphasizing their other services. “We know,” editorialized 
the magazine Modern Beauty Shop last February, “that the per- 
manent is only the foundation for a hairdress. . . . Our job is to 
convince American women that the salon look can be obtained only 
in a beauty shop. . . .” (Wishbone denies it.) In Evansville, Ind. a 
beautician bowed to the trend of the times and converted his place 
into a sort of home permanent cafeteria, a “Beauty-ette” where for 
anominal fee women could come in, park their shopping bags, buy 
a Toni kit and administer it on the spot—with or without the aid 
and advice of professional assistants. 

And at about the same time, in January 1948, Wishbone Harris 
sold the Toni Company for $20 million. He was then 33 years old. 

The deal will probably live a long time in U.S. business history. 
From his initial investment of $1,000, made less than four years 
earlier, Wishbone’s business had multiplied in value 20,000 times. 
The Gillette Safety Razor Company, itself the product of a happy 
invention benefiting males, paid $12 million cash on the line to 
Wishbone and Irving, an additional $8 million being contingent on 
future sales, which neither Gillette nor Wishbone doubts will be 
forthcoming. Wishbone and Irving remain as president and vice 
president respectively of the Toni Company and have also been 
given posts on Gillette’s board of directors. 

Through Gillette a market consisting of nothing less than wom- 
anhood the world over has been opened to Toni. The new parent 
company has factories and sales outlets strategically situated 
throughout the globe, capable not only of selling but also of pro- 
ducing Toni kits right on the spot. No time has been lost in tackling 
this new challenge. Last November a bevy of six sets of Toni twins, 
duly waved and equipped with blue satin banners proclaiming the 
famous slogan, were flown across the Atlantic to begin softening up 
Western Europe.

Scallops and smelts are 
fried in deep fat until they are golden brown. Boil 
the shrimps in shell, Sauté the mushrooms in a little 
butter. Recipe for salmon mousse appears opposite. 


THESE RECIPES ARE SIMPLER 


Although most Lucas recipes require as many steps and ingredients 
as those shown on the preceding pages, some are comparatively simple. 
Two such appear below: salmon mousse, an inexpensive yet excellent 
dish for luncheon, and chocolate roll, a particularly handsome and 
toothsome dessert. As in most Lucas formulas, certain of the steps are 
not defined exactly but are left to the discretion and taste of the cook. 


HOT SALMON MOUSSE 


2 egg whites 
1 tsp. salt, cayenne pepper 


1 Ib. raw salmon 
% cup light cream 


Skin and bone the salmon and put it through a meat chopper. Mix egg whites 
(unbeaten) in with it and rub all through a fine strainer. Put the mixture 
into a tin-lined or enamel saucepan over a bow! of ice and beat the cream in 
very slowly using a small wire whisk. When this has been done add the salt 
and a few grains of cayenne pepper. Pour the mixture into well-greased molds 
and immerse the molds in a pan of hot water seasoned with salt and pepper. 
Allow them to poach slowly without boiling until the mousse is set, or firm 
to the touch (usually about 10 minutes). The water must not be permitted 
to boil. Remove the mousse from the molds and dry on a cloth before serving. 


CHOCOLATE ROLL 


6 oz. dark sweet chocolate 
5 tbs. cold water 
vanilla, grated chocolate or cocoa 


5 large eggs 
1 cup sugar 
1% cups cream 


Separate the eggs. Mix sugar into the yolks and beat well. Break chocolate 
in small pieces and add water (liquid coffee may also be used). Dissolve over 
a slow fire and mix into the yolks and sugar. Beat the whites very stiff and 
mix well into yolks and chocolate. Oil a 10 x 12-inch jelly roll pan, cover it 
with waxed paper and oil again, Spread the mixture on the paper evenly and 
bake for 15 minutes in a 350° F. oven. Remove pan, cover with a damp cloth 
and let the cake cool. Remove the cloth, loosen the roll from the pan and sprin- 
Kle top heavily with cocoa. Turn out onto another piece of wax paper (below). 
Peel off paper and spread with whipped cream. Roll up like jelly roll and serve.

In 1948 the information office in Madrid published a pamphlet describ- 
ing the good, gay, comfortable life in Spain’s model prisons. This gaicty 
is not reflected in the faces of Spain’s political prisoners (above and right). 
Such prisoners are now a minority in the jail population. Convicted of 
“crimes against the state,” they are formally listed as “Communists” even 
though they may actually have been monarchists or liberals. In both the 
men’s and women’s prisons the inmates were reluctant to pose for photo- 
graphs. But they shrank back in silence and obvious fear when the ward- 
ens approached and numbly obeyed their orders. When Lirt’s photogra- 
pher glimpsed a crowded dormitory behind heavy bars, the director said 
these inmates were “transients en route to work camps.” A prisoner whis- 
pered, ‘No. These are the prisoners considered dangerous.” The Ministry 
of Justice, headed by Raimundo Fernandez-Cuesta y Merelo, who is also 
secretary of the Falange (above, right), claims Spain’s prison population 
has dropped from the high of 270,719 in 1939 to 37,711 in 1948, and that 
only 3,105 of these are political prisoners. Amnesties and political execu- 
tions have helped in this reduction. Executions once numbered nearly 50 
aday. Now, Franco supporters say, there are seldom more than 50 a year.

If democracy eventually comes to Spain, its architect may very well 
be the kindly, sober priest shown above. He is Dr. Don Angel Herrera 
Oria, Bishop of Malaga—"Red Malaga,” where during the Civil War 
every priest was killed. In the two years since he became bishop, he has 
made himself the idol of the poor and in some ways the most revolution 
ary figure in Spain. Determined to reclaim for the church its once-great 

ission of social justice, Herrera established a Social School for Priests,

A businessman-statesman in Ben Franklin tradition, ECA Administrator 
applies U.S. salesmanship to the job of making the Marshall Plan work

ministration has the unusual job of spending some $5 billion a year of 

U.S. taxpayers’ money to rebuild the economy of Western Europe, is a 
middle-sized, Middle Western American businessman with graying hair, 
affable manners and an abundance of physical energy. These qualities are 
not in themselves sufficient to set him apart from many thousands of his 
compatriots in the same sex, age, income and good health brackets; and ihe 
salient point about Hoffman, at least superficially, is not how much he dif- 
fers from what sociologists call “the norm” but how much he resembles it. 

Hoffman, at 57, has brilliant dark-blue eyes and a good-humored, almost 
handsome face of which the habitual expression is one of contained amuse- 
ment, as though at any given moment he expected to hear or see something 
that would be at least interesting and possibly entertaining. He dresses in 
conventional style, favoring dark double-breasted suits, soft shirts, loud 
ties and a lightweight gray felt hat of which the brim tends to get wrinkled 
along the edge. He is averse to standing still and when walking uses a rapid, 
somewhat rigid gait with his toes turned slightly out and considerable knee 
action. He speaks in a clear, agreeable middle-register voice, with an accent 
in which the harshness common to his native habitat of Western Springs, 
Ill. has been softened down to what might be mistaken for a vestigial or 
second-generation Irish brogue. 

Hoffman’s favorite gesture—one which is more effective in conversation 
than it is upon the rostrums where he has lately been spending a good deal 
of his time—is a quick turn of the hand from the wrist, rather like that 
of a poker dealer tossing out a card face up. The gesture suggests a desire 
not only to offer his opinion but to make it as plain as possible. Hoffman’s 
tone of voice is earnest, his sentences are parsable, he rarely interrupts and 
he listens as intently as he talks. Phrases which he uses often are “‘as I see 
it,” “from our point of view” or “in my opinion,” the latter often short-

‘ened to a cautious, half-apologetic “my opinion.’ Last autumn Hoffman 


made a two-week trip around the world 
which, undertaken as a sort of spot-check 
of ECA progress, left him with a height- 
ened appreciation of the Soviet aims and 
methods which ECA proposes to thwart. 
He sums up his impressions in terms like 
the following, “What we are confronted 
with by Communismis notsomuch adan- 
gerous philosophy as simply a straight- 
forward drive for world-domination, in 
which Stalin makes Hitler look like a pik- 
er—my opinion.” 

Tn Washington Hoffman lives in a five- 
room flat staffed by a middle-aged Vir- 
ginian colored cook named Marion. He 
drives to work at the abnormally early 
hour of 8 a.m. in a Studebaker sedan driy- 
en by a courtly colored chauffeur named 
Brown. Many Washingtonians, perhaps 
as a result of the European influences to 
which they are exposed by the presence 
of foreign diplomats, are partial to con- 
vivial two-hour lunches. Hoffman, an 
abstemious drinker, prefers a drugstore 
snack or a quick tray from the cafeteria 
table at the nearby Metropolitan Club. 
Hoffman's wife and a quorum of their 
children and grandchildren are based at 
the family’s capacious establishment in 
Pasadena, Calif. In Washington Hoff- 
man is likely to dine with one or two de- 
partment heads whom he takes home 
with him from the office. The dinners are 
not ceremonious banquets but appetiz- 
ing short orders thrown together adroit-

ly by Marion who is pleased rather than disconcerted by her employer's cas- 
ual dependence on her ingenuity in such circumstances. Very little about 
the way Hoffman lives or works, except the nature of his job itself, dis- 
tinguishes him from thousands of other American businessmen who, con- 
cerned with the weekly payroll rather than with rehabilitating the civi- 
lized world, talk, eat and conduct their daily routine in much the same 
fashion, 

Hoffman’s resemblance to the average American businessman goes much 
deeper than mere appearances. In savage or retrogressive countries, where 
there is nothing much to sell, salesmen are naturally a rarity. Cor versely, 
that the U.S. has more salesmen per capita than any other nation is a fairly 
significant measure of the practical advantages of the American way of life. 
Hoffman spent the first 25 years of his adult life as a salesman or sales ex- 
ecutive. He engaged in this American specialty, moreover, in the environ- 
ment most thoroughly typical of his time and place, namely the automo- 
bile industry. Hoffman fitted so well into this centerpiece of the U.S. scene 
that he was a millionaire by the time he was 34. Thereafter he was vice 
president in charge of sales of the Studebaker Corporation, which he helped 
rescue from receivership in the early '30s and later headed as president. As 
a salesman Hoffman's exceptional talents were perhaps best summed up in 
a conversation between two New York businessmen who listened to a Hoff- 
man speech on international affairs not long ago. J 

"| wish Hoffman would get out of government and get back in business,” 
said one. “Why?” asked the other. “Well,” said the first, “he’s such a good 
salesman that I'd like to buy something from him.” 

Hoffman’s philosophy of salesmanship fits his current line. “Selling, in 
my opinion,” Hoffman is likely to remark, “is the process of transferring 
a conviction from the mind of the seller into that of the buyer.” To a Eu- 
ropean, this definition might seem much more apt as a description of, for 
example, diplomacy or even one of the fine arts, with the word beholder” 
substituted for “buyer.” Selling is, in 
fact, a term which in the American idi- 
om, derived from a competitive and ex- 
panding economy, includes many conno- 
tations which Europeans—for whom the 
word suggests haggling in some alleyway 
hazaar—tend to associate with different 
and more pretentious terms. As a super: 
salesman Hoffman is well aware of all the 
more recondite associations in the Amer- 
ican sense of the expression and their ap- 
plication to his present role. 

Hoffman got his present job largely on 
the strength of an excellent performance 
turned in during the war as head of the 
Committee for Eonomie Development. 
The function of CED was to inspect ways 
and means whereby the U.S. could avoid 
a violent recession during the period of 
postwar reconversion, thereby, among 
other things, encouraging labor to put 
forth its best efforts during the war in- 
stead of trying to grab its share while the 
war boom was still going on. Before CED, 
Hoffman had interested himself in public 
works as head of United China Relief and 
before that as a founder and first presi- 
dent of the Automotive Safety Founda- 
tion to promote highway safety. The lat- 
ter was in a sense an outgrowth of a pro- 
gram to improve the roads around Los 
Angeles, which he undertook in the early 

Is.

A year or two 
before the war Hoffman and three fellow members drove from South 
Bend to Indi napolis fora afety Foundation luncheon, where Hoff- 
man made speech urging a concerted program of 
highway improvement, traffic control and law enforcement to cut 
way back to South Bend, Hoffman suddenly 
inner appointment and suggested to the driver, 
a friend named Charley, that they had better hurry up. Charley, 
already bowling along the wide Indiana highway at 45, put the car 
up to 50 but Hoffman remained impatient. "No fooling, Charley, 
he said, ‘we'll have to go a little faster if we're going to make that 
dinner.” Charley got the speedometer up to 60 but Hoffman w 
still uneasy. “Look, Charley,” he said, “maybeI’d better drive. 
two changed places, Hoffman put his foot on the floor and the $ 
Foundation members sped back to South Bend at a sensible 75, 

It is not surprising that to Europeans a character like Hoffman 
seems rare and astonishing. Other nations traditionally have drawn 
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their statesmen from a spi ety, out of which 
public service enlists the b many of the best 
brains go into business and the public secures their services only 
after they have been seasoned and road-tested on this severe and 
impartial proving ground, The result, in a tradition that stretches 
from such recent examples as James Forrestal and Bernard Baruch 
back to Ben Franklin, is the businessman-statesman. Hoffman is 
not only the top living embodiment but the prototype of this often 
underrated institution. 

The background which produced Hoffman was the small town of 
Western Springs, IIL, where he grew up and went through the town- 
ship’s public schools. Hoffman’s ancestry was untypical only in that 
it included no new European blood. His forebears were early New 
Englanders who avoided such infiltration by going to the Middle 
West early in the 19th Century. Hoffman’s father was an inventor, 
like many Americans of his generation. His inventions included a 
radiator valve, manufactured by a company of which he was a 
stockholder and president. 

Young Paul Hoffman grew up in an era when, even more than at 
present, automobiles were the major concern of the younger gener- 
ation. Long before he was out of his teens he had badgered his father 
into buying one of the first cars in town. This was a second-hand 
Pope-Toledo, upon whose delicate works he became an expert. After 
a year at the University of Chicago, Hoffman quit college in 1909 
to take a job in an auto agency, specializing in a make of car called 
the Halladay, whose slogan was “Every Day a Halladay for Me.” 
Hoffman started as a porter and was later promoted to apprentice 
salesman. 

Lately the automobile salesman has often been a hard-faced pur- 
veyor of dubious novelties who, by throwing in a $3,000 sedan, per- 
suades his customer to invest a handsome sum in the collection of 
radios, clocks, spotlights, chimes, bells and demountable mirrors 
which accompany it. In 1909 conditions differed. Only rich people 
owned cars. The chief advantage of being a salesman was that it 
implied possession or control of not one but several of these excit- 
ing vehicles. 

Chicago was an early center of the U.S. sport of motoring. In it 
automobile salesmen occupied a social position comparable to that 
of cavalry officers in Budapest or members of the Jockey Club in 
Paris, Selling cars, like soldiering for the guardsmen or horse racing 
for the clubmen, was often a mere sideline for the salesmen. Their 
deeper interests lay in racing their cars against each other or taking 
impressionable young ladies out for rides. The working day for the 
dashing Chicago auto salesmen stopped at 4 o'clock in the after- 
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noon. After that they repaired to a convenient bar to discuss pros- 
pects—not for sales but for the evening’s entertainment. 

In the gay company of 1909 Chicago auto salesmen young Paul 
Hoffman, as a lover of machinery and non-playboy, was a maverick. 
While the other salesmen raced, caroused or conducted romances, 
he sold automobiles. Hoffman went to the unheard-of and actually 
dangerous extreme of venturing outside Chicago, with its conven- 
ient boulevards and saloons, into the surrounding countryside, 
where there were only rough dirt roads. In the territory to which 
Hoffman staked out a claim many of the residents had seldom seen 
a car, let alone thought of buying one. This caused Hoffman to work 
out an original technique for disposing of his wares. 

In Chicago in the odd moments they devoted to their calling the 
salesmen competed in making their product seem more attractive to 
some lone millionaire than the product of their rivals. In the coun- 
try, where no other salesmen were present, Hoffman had each pro: 
pect all to himself. Hence his only problem was to discover the best 
prospects. He soon devised a dependable technique for so doing. On 
arriving in a hamlet outside Chicago he 
would make for the bank and offer to 
drive the president home to lunch, On 
the way, instead of trying to sell the 
president a car, he would explain that 
he was new to the neighborhood and 
wondered whether the president could 
tell him a little bit about it. Even better 
than bank presidents as guides to po- 
tential automobile buyers were doc- 
tors, who also had extensive head-files 
on the local residents. With the help 
of doctors and bankers Hoffman, the 
country auto salesman, built up a re: 
ord which surpassed that of most of Chi- 

cago’s city auto salesmen, His reput 
tion as aman who could perform the un- 
likely feat of selling automobiles in rural 
districts was all the more remarkable in 
view of his age, which was barely 20. Hoffman’s age, however, in- 
volved one drawback. This was that, listed as an apprentice sales- 
man instead of a regular salesman, his commission was one percent 
instead of 5%. Partly on this account Hoffman decided to go West. 

En route to California, Hoffman made further proof of his dis- 
covery that the best way to sell something is not to persuade an 
unwilling buyer but to find a willing one. He did this by peddling a 
line of ac including an exhaust horn whose low, cowlike 
moan so charmed the dealers of the period that commissions on th 
one item alone paid for his trip. In the suburbs of Los Angeles where 
there were even fewer automobiles than there had been around Chi- 
cago, Hoffman's system worked better than ever. So expert had 
Hoffman grown by this time in picking the right prospects before 
expending time and energy on them that he encountered only one 
real failure. This was an obdurate visitor from Massachusetts named 
Brown. Brown was so determined to get a bargain that he refused 
every car Hoffman offered him. Finally Hoflman encountered a 
friend who had to sell his car at a sacrifice to meet a debt. Instead 
of buying the car himself Hoffman sent the friend to Brown who 
bought it, drove it for three months and then resold it at a profit. 
Brown’s shrewdness and sales resistance fascinated Hoffman. The 
two men became close friends. When Brown's lively, red-haired 
daughter Dorothy came home from college at Wellesley, Hoffman 
paid court to her. They were married on Dec. 18, 1915. 

Hoffman’s interests, whether in business, civic improvements or 
intellectual abstractions, have a way of expanding. Far from being 
an exception to this rule, his domestic life is perhaps the best exam- 
ple of it. The far-flung Hoffman entourage now comprises six chil- 
in-law, various grandchildren and one ward. 
Hoffman’s offspring, now of college or post-college age, are s 
tered about the nation at various institutions of learning or bu: 
ness apprenticeship, from which they return frequently to the fam- 
ily roost at Pasadena. The ward is the daughter of a Spanish por- 
trait painter named Julio de Diego who once painted some mura 
for the Hoffmans’ playroom. He became a close family friend and 
later when he and his wife were divorced the Hoffmans proposed 
that his 4-year-old daughter Kiriki come to live with them. Now 
21, she is a Bennington undergraduate and does field work as an 
artist on Mademoiselle. In 1948 Kiriki’s father married the cele- 
brated Gypsy Rose Lee. Hoffman, a confirmed detective-story ad- 
dict, has read Miss Lee’s magnum opus, The G-String Murders and 
says of it, “She is no Dorothy Sayers but it was a good job all the 
same, in my opinion. 


LIEUT, HOFFMAN wa: 
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Hoffman’s adult progress from star country salesman of automo- 
biles to the top U.S. businessman-statesman started shortly after 
World War I. Hoffman, who had gone in the Army in 1917, speedily 
rose to the rank of artillery lieutenant, assigned to the maintenance 
of transportation facilities at Camp Jackson, S.C. When he got out 
he acquired the Studebaker dealership in Los Angeles where, owing 
to postwar demand for cars, the development of the movie industry, 
and the growth of the community as well as to his own abilities, his 
career flourished. In 1 when he had already made his first mil- 
lion, established a business which still brings him a sizable income 
and was being widely discussed as a candidate for mayor, Studebaker 
asked him to become vice president in charge of sales and Hoffman 
accepted the job. 

Studebaker, the oldest U.S. auto company, was at that time under 
the presidency of Albert Russel Erskine. The previous incumbents 
had been Frederick S. Fish, a son-in-law of J. M. Studebaker, and 
before that old Mr. Studebaker himself. He was a former carriage- 
maker who ran the company at a horse-and-buggy pace and never 
ceased deploring his staff’s habit of using memorandum pads. He 
preferred to snip the backs off incoming envelopes for this purpose. 

Under Erskine the company prospered notably until 1933, when 
depression anda shortage of cash forced it into receivership. Erskine 
killed himself. Control of the company passed to Hoffman as presi- 
dent and his friend Harold S. Vance as chairman of the board. 

According to all existing automobile industry precedent, an auto- 
mobile company that went into receivership never got out. The main 
reason for this is that dealers, afraid they will be unable to get parts 
and service and will thus antagonize their customers, desert the sink- 
ing ship. During his tenure as Studebaker’s sales chief Hoffman, as 
an ex-dealer, had naturally kept in close touch with his ex-colleagues 
and understood their problems thoroughly. In the case of Stude- 
baker he was able to persuade them that the company was going to 
; and their assurances of loyalty enabled him, instead of liq- 
uidating t y, to rebuild it. By 1935 Studebaker was out of 
receivership and Hoffman, as one of the chief authors of its astound- 
ingrecovery, had become the cynosure of theauto industry and ready 
for the third and transitional phase of his career. 

For moving out of the category of a top figure in the fiercely com- 

etitive, brilliantly colorful automobile business into that of a global 
Fratearaneiianin, Hoffman’sstatus in the former was especial- 
ly advantageous. Hottest of all automotive competition is naturally 
that among the Big Three: Ford, Chrysler and General Motors. 
Ayerse to being represented outside the industry by any rival Big 
Three executive, Big Three bigwigs are thus obliged from time to 
time to accept an esteemed outsider in this capacity. Hoffman, as 
the sensationally capable head of a big independent company, was 
precisely that. Persuading the industry to put up the initial $200,000 
for the Automotive Safety Foundation was by no means his only 
excursion into the fields of politics and civic welfare. By 1942, for 
instance, he was heading things like the United China Relief fund. 

The fund’s selection of Hoffman as chairman was not predicated 
on his familiarity with the Orient, which Hoffman, though he had 
made a few trips to Europe on Studebaker business, had never even 

ed. It was predicated on his organizing and selling ability as ex- 
hibited to the fund’s founders in his reorganization of Studebaker 
and his work on the Safety Foundation. New schemes for raising 
charity funds are rare. In raising money for China, Hoffman, apply- 
ing the same ingenuity about prospects that he had displayed in Chi- 
cago, thought one up immediately. Taking a leaf from Franklin 
Roosevelt’s statement of the novel principle of Lend-Lease, Hoff- 
man suggested to the sales managers of big industries of the Middle 
West, who had slacked off civilian production for war contracts, 
that they “‘lend-lease” to him their top sales executives. With the 
help of these, headed by Scott Fletcher, then Studebaker’s own sales 
manager, he put on a whirlwind drive to which many major con- 
tributors were automotive and industrial people who knew as little 
about China as himself. 

Hoffman’s job as head of the Committee for Economic Devel. 
opment, which he took later, was the natural outgrowth of his 
membership in the Department of Commerce's Business Adviso- 
ty Council. As its chief, Hoffman did a little-publicized but admi- 
rably effective job not only of figuring out means whereby the U.S. 
could reconvert without a recession but also of persuading busi- 
nessmen all over the land to utilize these means through surveys 
of their postwar possibilities, warnings of what the failure to get 
ready for the change might mean, and frank recognition of the fact 
that victory was just around the corner. In CED work Hoffman 
got what amounted to a five-year postgraduate course in applied 
economics and sociology under the top specialists in the nation, 
which when added to his other qualifications made him an obvious 
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choice for his present post. Hoffman was at Honolulu, on his way 
back from his first visit to Japan as special economic adviser to the 
Army, when a telephone call from the White House informed him 
of his appointment, 

After pausing in Pasadena long enough to get a physical check- 
up, Hoffman arrived to be sworn in and take up his duties two days 
later on April 9, 1948. In Washington he moved into suite W- 
of the Statler Hotel, borrowed a secretary from the local Stude- 
baker office and found that he was in business. 

In setting up an organization to disburse U.S. taxpayers’ funds 
to Europe at a rate that dwarfed even Roosevelt's domestic phi- 
lanthropies Hoffman lacked precedents but had at least one com- 
pensating advantage. This was the enabling act, which laid down 
specifications for the structure and functions of ECA and provided 
for strictly nonpolitical ion of its personnel. 

Hoffman’s closest busin: sociate and friend outside the auto- 
mobile industry is Mauri Moore, a member of the New York 
Jaw firm of Cravath, Swaine and Moore and chairman of the board 
of Time Inc., who had handled much of the legal side of the Stu- 
debaker reorganization and later became the compan 
sel and one of its directors. Moore arrived at suite W- 
day after Hoffman got there and stayed with ECA for the next five 
months, helping Hoffman conduct one of the most spectacular tal- 
ent-drafting jobs in the annals of Washington agencies. Quartered 
first in General Pershing’s old suite at the State Department and 
later in the new Maiatico Building, across Lafayette Park from th 
White House, ECA raided other government departments, in: 
er learning and the nation’s industries with impar- 
tial zeal. Within six months Hoffman had despatched missions to 
16 of the 19 Marshall Plan countries and territories and built up 
a supercharged home office. The staff now totals 3,150 members. 
While opinions about ECA objectives may vary, Hoffman’s organ- 
ization at least seems to be geared to attain them with a lack of 
friction almost unique in the history of Washington bureaucracy. 


Big men for big jobs 


he foreign missions, headed in Paris by Averell Harriman, 
who quit his cabinet post as Secretary of Commerce to take on 
the job, are composed of assorted spe: s chosen for their dip- 
lomatic skill, political common sense and knowledge of the kind of 
economic problems presented by the country to which they are 
assigned. Cooperating with U.S. embassies, the missions not only 
», help European economists to draft programs that will fit into the 
basic policies worked out in Washington, but also advise partici- 
pating governments on how to utilize the results. 
‘The chief function of ECA’s Washington office is a complex proc- 
ess usually referred to, in typical bureaucratic jargon, as “program- 
ming.” Programming is an inclusive term which really covers sev- 
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eral separate operations of which the main purpose is to check the 
validity of European requests, make sure they do not conflict with 
each other and see that they disrupt the U.S. economy as little as 
possible. ECA’s programming has so far included a few bobbles like 
last autumn’s confusion about aluminum, when it falsely appeared 
that dacing’a period when this metal was i short wipply’at Noise, 
ECA shipments of virgin aluminum to Europe were coming back 
to the U.S. in the form of aluminum scrap. More remarkable is 
that it has so far made a good start on the most complex economic 
job in history without a trace of scandal, interdepartmental knife- 
throwing or interior dissension of the sort that made most of Wash- 
ington’s comparable wartime agencies resemble rival snake pits 
Much of ECA’s smoothness of operation is is due to the fact that its 
top officials—men like Harriman or William Foster, his deputy— 
are accomplished executives, long accustomed to high administra- 
tive authority. Much of it also is obviously due to Hoffman’s own 
remarkable knack of selling his own convictions about the purpose 
to his own organization. If the atmosphere in the Maiatico Building 
lacks the frenzy and confusion which characterized wartime Wash- 
ington outfits like WPB, it retains, unlike most peacetime bureaus, 
the same sense of urgency. Visitors find the corridors humming, not 
to say jumping, with activity from 8 a.m. till about the same hour 
every evening. The whole affair has the cheery and familiar aspect 
of a first-class auto salesroom during the springtime rush. 

In performing his present planetary tasks Hoffman’s technique 
of getting out of the showroom into the susrounding country in- 
volves somewhat more extensive motion than it did when he ap- 
pied it in peddling Hallid: His 14-day around-the-world trip 
last December, with stops in London, Brussels, Istanbul, Damas- 
cus, Karachi, Calcutta, Bangkok, Hong Kong, Shanghai, Seoul, 
Tolges Wake, Midway and Honolulu was a case in point. In for- 

ign territory Hoffman still goes straight to the top local dignitary, 

which, if they differ in some respects from the ones 

ankers and doctors, are put with much 
the same ingratiating air of intensely purposeful curiosity. In Lon- 
don Hoffman’s equivalent of the country banker was England’s 
chilly knowledgeable chancellor of the exchequer, Sir Stafford 
Cripps, with whom he dined at No, 11 Downing Street shortly after 
his arrival. After ine Cripps and the first citizen of South Bend 
got de theoretical discussion of socialism vs. U.S. capitalism, 
in which Cripps referred to the familiar British paradox that the 
Marshall Plan puts the U.S. in the incongruous position of advo- 
cating free enterprise at home while enforcing planned economies 
abroad. “Cripps, as I saw it, was wrong about that,” says Hoffman, 
who has become a friend and admirer of the chancellor. “Further- 
more I said that in my opinion unless he took care he was likely to 
find himself running a new British conservative party—just be- 
cause common sense would show him that the ends he has in mind 
could be achieved by free competition quicker and better than they 
can by socialism under any sort of government controls.” 


Around the world with Studebaker 


N field trips of this sort, global or otherwise, the ECA adminis- 
trator travels light, carrying two suits, a few shirts and other es- 
sentials which he packs in half an hour or so with the aid of Marion. 
When not conferring with heads of state or treasuries, he is likely 
to hobnob with local Studebaker dealers, with most of whom he 
was well acquainted either in Europe or at South Bend, and who 
are naturally eager to be helpful to their former boss. In London 
a day or two after dining with Cripps, Hoffman sneaked away from 
his suite at Claridge’s to meet an old friend and Studebaker repre- 
sentative named Bertie Henly, who whisked him out to dinner at 
an inn at Henley on Tham t Istanbul, where Hoffman’s stop 
was of brief duration, the manager of the airport was also an old 
Studebaker man who took his ex-boss for a whirlwind tour of the 
environs, along with several government officials who had come 
out to pay their respects while the plane was being gavel. Hoff- 
man was accompanied by Sam Richards, previously his assistant 
at South Bend and now in a similar capacity at ECA, who kept a 
photographic record of their moves. The middle stretch of the trip 
—all made by ordinary commercial plane—was further bright- 
ened by the company of Eddie Eagan, New York State Athletic 
Commissioner and ex-Olympic star, who was trying to circumnavi- 
gate the globe in less than seven days, carrying with him a container 
of ice cream intended for consumption at a Circumnavigators Club 
dinner on his return. Hoffman managed to get back to Pasadena 
in time to celebrate his wedding anniversary just a day late, bring- 
ing with him kimonos from China in the right size, and perfumes 
from Paris in the right brands, for most of the ladies of the house- 
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hold. Two days later he was back in Washington to start the job of 
selling Congress on appropriating another $5,430,000,000 for ex- 
penditures in the next 15 months. 

Hoffman’s extensive home life is run in a friendly, unpretentious 
fashion. Himself an enthusiastic poker and gin rummy addict, Hoff- 
man has given all his children a ‘horoogt grounding in both games, 
especially the former. In family poker games chips are valued at 
$5 a stack but accounts are settled at 20¢ to the dollar and Hoffman 
takes pride in the fact that his children are now as likely as him- 
self to come out ahead at such sessions. Like the dancing master 
who keeps one step for himself, he has a few dodges that enable him 
to maintain a slight edge. In Washington not long ago a Treasury 
official happened to explain to him the system whereby the single 
small inthe on the upper left and lower right face of every dollar 
bill is a clue to whether the number of the bill is odd or even. Tricks 
of this sort please Hoffman and he is inclined to cash in on them at 
home in a small way before passing them along to his progeny. In 
addition to poker the ECA administrator likes golf, which he plays 
in the 90s, using a quick three-quarter swing, paddling along the 
fairway rapidly between shots and conversing gaily between green 
and tee. In South Bend his favorite companion was Claude Geyer, 
the best dentist in town (Hoffman’s opinion). In Washington he 
plays more rarely but sometimes gets in a round at Burning Tree. 

By no means the least remarkable thing about Hoffman’s meta- 
morphosis from Los Angeles automobile salesman to world states- 
man is that it was accomplished with so little fuss and so little alter- 
ation in his exterior manners that even his oldest associates have 
some difficulty in convincing themselves that the thing has actual- 
ly happened. In the past ten years Hoffman has naturally acquired 
new character traits and social polish, in addition to vast stores of 
new knowledge and authority. Nonetheless the notable thing about 
Hoffman’s sudden and sensational growth is not that it has involved 
so much alteration, but that it has required so little, in his demeanor 
and even perhaps in his outlook on life. It is as though Hoffman him- 
self felt that the enlargement of a civic interest in improving Los 
Angeles roads, so he could sell more cars, into a global interest in 
reconstructing Europe, so as to safeguard the U.S., was the most 
natural thing in the world—just what any American businessman 
would experience under the same circumstances. Such a reconstruc- 
tion job, Hoffman’s manner seems to say, is not after all so differ- 
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ent ina fundamental sense from the reconstruction of the old Stude- 
baker company under 77B; and persuading Europe to take up a 
new way of life is not really an altogether different proposition from 
persuading a sensible buyer to trade in his old car for a new and bet- 
ter one, especially if Europe is already in a frame of mind to make 
the swap. 

In the 1920s it was fashionable to sneer at the American business- 
man because among other things he often failed to understand the 
finer values of European culture. It is not without irony that this 
same culture now depends for its survival on these same business- 
men, seasoned, it is true, by depression, World War II and the cur- 
rent world crisis. The transition is something which Hoffman is able 
to take in his stride without losing his own balance or sense of values. 
He has ways of making his point of view felt in Europe and he is a 
tough customer on the value of a trade-in. Someone not long ago 
asked Hoffman what he thought of existentialism. The ECA ad- 
ministrator gave this a moment of thought before replying, ‘Not 
a matter of the first importance—my opinion.”
